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LOCAL  GOVERNMENT  ACT,  1929 


WELFARE  OF  THE  BLIND. 

SCHEME  made  by  the  Minister  of  Health  under  Section  102  (1)  of  the  Local 
Government  Act,  1929,  for  the  payment  of  contributions  by  the  councils 
of  counties  and  county  boroughs  to  voluntary  associations  providing 
services  for  the  welfare  of  blind  persons. 


The  Minister  of  Health,  in  exercise  of  the  powers  conferred  on  him  by 
Section  102  (1)  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  after  consultation  with  the 
Associations  representing  the  councils  of  counties  and  county  boroughs,  and 
with  the  London  County  Council,  hereby  makes  the  following  scheme: — 

1.  (1)  Subject  to  the  conditions  prescribed  in  paragraphs  2 and  3 of  this 
scheme,  each  of  the  Councils  of  the  Counties  or  County  Boroughs  named  in 
column  (1)  of  the  First  and  Second  Schedules  to  this  scheme  shall,  in  each  of  the 
three  financial  years  1930-31,  1931-32  and  1932-33,  pay  by  way  of  annual 
contribution  (i)  to  each  of  the  voluntary  associations  named  in  column  (2)  of  the 
First  Schedule,  the  sum  or  sums  specified  in  column  (3)  of  that  Schedule  and  placed 
opposite  to  the  name  of  the  association,  and  (ii)  to  the  National  Institute  for  the 
Blind  the  sum  specified  in  column  (2)  of  the  Second  Schedule  and  placed  opposite 
to  the  name  of  the  County  or  County  Borough. 

(2)  Each  of  the  said  annual  contributions  shall  be  paid  in  equal  quarterly 
instalments. 

2.  It  will  be  a condition  of  the  payment  of  a contribution  to  any  voluntary 
association  specified  in  column  (2)  of  the  First  Schedule  to  this  scheme : — 

(1)  That  the  Council  are  satisfied  as  to  the  efficiency  of  the  services  provided 

by  the  association  for  the  welfare  of  the  blind  in  respect  of  which  the 
contribution  is  payable  ; 

(2)  That  no  reduction  or  alteration  of  such  services  is  made  without  the 

consent  of  the  Council ; 

(3)  That  such  services,  and  any  premises  in  which  those  services  are  carried 

on,  are  open  to  inspection  at  all  reasonable  times  by  any  officer  of  the 

Council,  duly  authorised  by  the  Council,  and  by  any  officer  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  Minister  of  Health 
(hereinafter  referred  to  as  “ the  Minister  ”)  ; 

(4)  That  the  association  sends  to  the  Council  in  each  year  a copy  of  the  annual 

report  of  the  association  on  its  work  for  the  welfare  of  the  blind  during  the 
previous  year,  together  with  a statement  of  the  accounts  of  the  association 
for  that  year  relating  to  such  work,  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  Minister 
on  the  21st  December,  1921,  or  in  such  other  form  as  may  hereafter  be 
prescribed  by  the  Minister,  and  a copy  of  the  auditor’s  certificate  and 
report  (if  any)  thereon,  and  furnishes  the  Council  from  time  to  time 
with  such  other  information  relating  to  the  services  for  the  welfare  of 
the  blind  provided  by  the  association  and  the  expenditure  thereon  as 
the  Council  may  reasonably  require  ; 

Provided  that: — 

(i)  the  Council  may  make  it  a condition  of  their  consent  to  a temporary 
reduction  or  alteration  of  such  service  that  such  suitable  temporary 
reduction  shall  be  made  in  the  annual  contribution  payable  to  the  association 
as  may  be  agreed  between  the  Council  and  the  association  ; 

(ii)  Save  as  aforesaid,  the  Council  shall  not,  except  with  the  consent  of 
the  Minister,  terminate  or  make  any  reduction  in  the  annual  contribution 
payable  to  an  association. 
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3.  It  will  be  a condition  of  the  payment  of  the  contributions  specified  in  the 

Second  Schedule  to  this  scheme  : — 

v * 

(1)  That  the  National  Institute  for  the  Blind  shall  distribute  the  total  amount 

of  the  contributions  received  in  each  year  in  the  manner  prescribed  in 
the  Third  Schedule  to  this  scheme  ; 

(2)  That  the  Minister  is  satisfied  as  to  the  efficiency  of  the  services  for  the 

welfare  of  the  blind  provided  by  each  of  the  associations  named  in  the 
said  Third  Schedule  ; 

(3)  That  no  reduction  or  alteration  of  such  services  is  made  without  the  consent 

of  the  Minister  ; 

(4)  That  such  services,  and  any  premises  in  which  those  services  are  carried 

on,  are  open  to  inspection  at  all  reasonable  times  by  any  officer  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  Minister ; 

(5)  That  each  of  the  associations  sends  to  the  Minister  in  each  year  a copy  of 

the  annual  report  of  the  association  on  its  work  for  the  welfare  of  the 
blind  during  the  previous  year,  together  with  a statement  of  the  accounts 
of  the  association  for  that  year  relating  to  such  work,  in  the  form  pres- 
scribed  by  the  Minister  on  the  21st  December,  1921,  or  in  such  other 
form  as  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  by  the  Minister,  and  a copy  of  the 
auditor’s  certificate  and  report  (if  any)  thereon,  and  furnishes  the 
Minister  from  time  to  time  with  such  other  information  relating  to 
services  provided  by  the  association  for  the  welfare  of  the  blind  and 
the  expenditure  thereon  as  the  Minister  may  reasonably  require. 

4.  Any  dispute  or  difference  between  a Council  and  an  association  in  connection 
with  any  matter  arising  out  of  this  scheme  shall  be  referred  to  the  Minister,  whose 
decision  shall  be  final  and  binding  upon  the  Council  and  the  association. 

5.  This  scheme  shall  come  into  operation  on  the  1st  April,  1930,  and  continue 
in  force  until  the  31st  March,  1933,  subject  to  any  alteration  which  may  be  made  by 
the  Minister  under  Section  131  (2)  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929.
